POOR FOR THOUGHT. 


Henry Clews in a recent financial 
letter makes the following statement 
that should set at rest the hue and 
cry that the hard times are upon us 
and retrenchment is to be the watch- 
word. The banking house of Henry 
Clews is an old established firm and 
knows what it is talking abou.t so the 
net result Is most interesting. 
The 


following are excerpts on the subject: 


"Good news is having its effect up- 


on" the stock market. The most cheer- 
ing advices come from Washington, 
President Wilson having evidently 
determined that it is time to redeem 
his pledge for 'building up business' 
on constructive lines. The president 
having gotten rid of the tariff and cur- 
rency-problems is now taking hold of 
the trust question in earnest, and he 
evidently believes that its true solu- 
tion does not lie in destructive 
methods. 
"That the Sherman law will be re- 
tained as protection against monopoly 
is beyond question. That the supreme 
court of the United States has read 
reason into the law is well known by 
those willing to understand. That in 
the past it has been frequently en- 
lorced-Jsfitt undue severity is self-evi- 
dent ^flftat it positively needs clearer 
definition is the opinion of many un- 
prejudiced authorities; and that it 
should be enforced in a friendly and 
not in an antagonistic spirit appears 
to be the conclusion arrived at by 
President Wilson and his associates. 
The president is expected to make an 
important announcement of his policy 
next week; and it is''understood that 
bills embodying his ideas will be pre- 
sented for legislation as rapidly as 
may seem prudent. 
The idea that 
this legislation shall include a govern- 
ment 
bureau of iiftormation which 
shall aid manufacturers in interpret- 
in'g the Sherman law is well received 
la business circles. Manufacturers 
and otfifers under such a bureau would 
be able to secure an 
authoritative 
opinion as to whether they were obey- 
ing the law or not. This would re- 
lieve much of the existing uncertainty 
in business which has for mouths 
past tended to paralyze initiative. 
-"There is another factor in the 
anti-trust situation which is favorable; 
and that is the almost universal dis- 
position 
among business* leaders 


amounting to in many cases a positive 
anxiety to obey the law. This dispo- 
sition ihas been tremendously in- 
creased by the friendly attitude to- 
ward business shown by the adminis- 
tration; and the present attorney gen- 
eral also, who wears the velvet glove 
in preference to wielding the 
big 
stick. In all directions business lead- 
ers are making sincere efforts to com- 
ply with the law, and thus will 
gradually disappear the wearisome 
friction between big business and the 
government, which has been the basis 
of so much popular hostility to large 
corporations. 
The policy of centrali- 


zation which began with the creation 
of the sugar trust more than twenty- 
five years ago came to an end with 
the Standard Oil and American To- 
bacco decisions in 1911. That was the 
turning point against the monopoly 
movement, and since then the process 
of de-centralization has been steadily 
growing. It is now under full swing. 
While this tendency 
may 
cause 


temporary uncertainties, and while 
dissolution requirements may 
often 
prove harsh and difficult to meet, this 
change in business policy will in the 
long rcn have'important and benefi- 
cial results from both the political 
and industrial standpoints." 


APPROVES OF MESSAGE. 
It is most interesting to note how 
a paper like the Wall Street Journal 
takes the last message of President 
Wilson. 
In comparing various mes- 


sages of former presidents, the Jour 
nal says: 
• "A significant comparison could be 
drawn between President Wilson's 
message to congress and those of his 
surviving predecessors. 
Mr. Roose- 
velt said nothing, with great empha- 
sis and many words. Mr. Taft was 
safe and conciliatory, with a possible 
lack of the note of authority. Mr 
Wilson says more than either, with 
fewer words. His incomparable hand- 
ling of English enables him to sub- 
mit radical propositions, with all the 
true strength moderation of state- 
ment gives. 


"When the first expression of pub- 
lic opinion is practically all one way, 
the experienced observer is Inclined, 
in the light of, history, to assume that 
it if probably wrong, or, if it is right, 
it is right for the Vrong reason. Mr. 
Wilson's message has been deservedly 
admired. Its tone is sane and states- 
manlike. But the tremendous force 
of his peaceful words should not be 
underestimated. - If congress accepts 
his outline of remedial legislation as 
the maximum, the business, jat the 
country may well" feel reassured.' If, 
however, congress grafts its own 


lecojn- 


mendations, there Is cause for grave 
anxiety. 
"Mr. Wilson is so incomparably big- 


ger than any mind at present in con- 
gress, or in his cabinet, that he may 
be able to dominate through sheer 
force of character, as he has in the 
past. He has had a wonderful run of 
luck, which even the undoubted con- 
traction in trade following the a'dvent 
of his party to power has failed to 
break. It is here that the danger lies. 
Bills already introduced into congress 
go far beyond anything the president 
recommands. Senator Owen's bill to 
regulate exchanges, for instance,; is 
the crudely destructive measure of 
the Pujo committee, word for word. 
And other legislation already project- 
ed is like unto it. - 
"What is to be feared* is a trial of 
strength between congress and the 
president. The greater the ignorance 
of congress, the more dangerous it is 
likely to be. The president's recom- 
mendations include eome •which, in 
regulating corporate business, .grave- 
ly involve the liberty of the private 
citiezn. It is these measures which 
congress may be expected to empha- 
size; and the effect upon the business 
of the country is still to be'seen. 


'Mr. Wilson enjoys the confidence 


of the country in a degree to which, 
congress cannot pretend. Can he, 
with all his statesmanship, maintain 
that balance of power which the con- 
stitution implies? Or will he find 
himself the lonely defender of legiti- 
mate business, against a 
congress 
anxious to make capital for the elec- 
tions in November?"

Such An Important Part in the 


Recent Balkan Wars. 


H 


WAY down In a corner of the 
Balkan States there Is a fertile 
little country called Seqyla. It 
is one of the pawns In 
the 


great game of chess now being played 
by the European powers, 
and- Just' 


what the ultimate outcome of this 
game will be no one can predict -with 
any degree of certainty. 


The treaty at Bucharest changed 


the map of the Balkans and gave 
Servia 1,200,000 more subjects, most- 
ly Albanians. These people proved to 
be a set of scorpions, for less than 
two months after this treaty was 
signed they formed an army and com- 
manded by Bulg-arlan and Austrian 
officers they succeeded In regaining 
a par; of the territory and butcher- 
Ing several hundred Servian soldiers. 
This forced the little country into a 
third war while thousands' of her sol- 
diers were lying wounded and her 
land was being ravaged by the chol- 
era. 
When the first Balkan war oc- 


curred 
Servia 
had 
money in 
her 


treasury and-- was--able to furnish 
everything an army needed. 
This 


campaign was hard and long but-the 
smaller -countries won out against 
Turkey. 
Then came the division of 


the spoils, and the-,'Servians who had 
ff.ught so valiantly were given the 
short end of the .deal and they re- 
fused to submit to such injustice. 
Greece and Roumania lelt the same 
way in the matter, so before the de- 
mobilization -;-of the army from 
the 


first war'JT'began little 
Servia was 


plunged Into one with Bulgaria which 
was even more hdrrible than the flrst. 
The trea*ury--ha<Jvt>eeii strained_to the 


limit In the war with Turkey, yet 
Servia went into the second war with 
a vim that surprised the world, and 
just .as -her victory was nearly won 
the powers intervened and forbade 
the 'further humiliation of the savage 
Bulgarians. 
At present Servia is in 


the throes of trouble with Albania, 
and old men and boys are now doing 
military service, not 
against 
- their 


wills, for they have come into the re- 
cruiting station begging to be taken. 
The writer, who has but recently re- 
turned from Servia, 
has 
watched 


these people as they came into the 
barracks. 
They know 
the 
awful 


trials they will have to undergo, with 
many times only bread and water for 
food, yet they are eager and ready 
to suffer even unto death for the 
glory of Servia. 


The fortitude the Servians have 


shown In battle Is little short of 
marvelous, and their endurance, their 
patient suffering and their absolute 
fidelity to duty under all 
circum- 


stances have placed the little' coun- 
try in a new light before the world. 
That they deserve to win out Is un- 
questioned, but whether or not they 
will receive., .their just deserts is a 
matter of conjecture, for unfortunate- 
ly . some of the larger countries of 
Europe think little of crushing a 
smaller nation, especially if that na- 
tion has fertile land. 


Early History. 


No country on the face of the globe 


ihas had • more trials and tribulations 
than this little land, and her history 
reads like a romance. At the begMn- 
jningr of the seventh century/the-race 


of Slavs lino'wr.' aa, Servians -were liv- 
ing on. the northern slopes of ' the 
Carpathian Mountains anrl were di- 
vided into different States. 
During 


the tenth and eleventh Centuries at- 
tempts were made to unite these 
provinces into ona kingdom, but It 
was not until the last purt' of the 
twelfth century that this was accom- 
plished. The J.imily of Nemanya, the 
Great 
Zupan 
of the 
Province of. 


Rashka, then became 
the- reigning. 


'family and ruled from 1169 until 
1371. 
Stephen Nemanya took for 


himself tlia title of King but .was 
never crowned, but' this honor came 
to his son Stu'phen, who was formally 
crowned as ths first Servian king in 
1222. 
Dur!.-i£ . the" reign 
of 
the 


Nema.nyich aytjasty '"he litt'.T kingdom 
was constantly menaced by its neigh- 
bors and finally in 1389 It was sub-. 
clued by. the Turks when the flower 
of the Servian aristocracy perished 
in the battle of ICosspva in. their final' 
struggle, against the enemy.-' -The Sul- 
tan, 
however, 
did not finally take 


charge of the country until 1459, and 
from that time until 1S67 It was'ruled 
by the -Turks. Z>uring these centuries 
of ' Mohammedan rule -the-. Servians 
were-o.DtoresEed' to -such an 'extent that 


revolution and insurrections were al- 
most yearly occurrences. " 


After the fortress at Belgrade had 


been regained' from the -Turks .the 
Obrenovich dynasty came Into power.

Religion. 


The Greek Church Is the religion 


of Servia, and1; while there la some 
superstition among the peasants the 
educated' Servian Is singularly.-.free 
from many of the beliefs of the Slav 
racea. 
The women are rather pretty,. and 


the peasant class is fond of bright 
colors, fancy: embroidery and gaudy 
head dresses: 
Jewelry Is popular es- 


pecially, and:- they 'wear beaaa of 
every variety. Their shoes are rather 
curious,' being -made- of"-plaited;leather 
and turned up In front like the run- 
ner of a sleigh. No heels are used. 
Heavy stockings are worn, and when 
long walks are to be taken straps 
fastened to the shoes are bound about 
the leg almost to the knee. The people 
are hard-working and thrifty, for 
while their farms are not large and 
their agricultural implements of the 
crudest kind the crops compare fa- 
vorably 
with those 
of the larger 


countries. 
"This is all the more to 


their credit from the fact that their 
land does not lie together, but is gen- 
erally composed of parcels which are 
very often wide apart and much of 
the farmer's time is taken up In .go- 
Ing from one plat to the other. 
'' ' • . Laws Prevent Poverty. 


No Servian peasant will suffer from 


poverty:if he will work; except at the 
present time, when the country is In 
a state of war. .There are three pe- 
culiar 
institutions 
which 
guard 


against, poverty.. .First,. there -:is 
law passed in 1878 by virtue of which 
a minimum of a peasant's property 
cann.oV.be' sold for: debt—five acres 
of land,: a pair of <oxen, plough, and 


other agricultural tools; second, an 
old law by. which-.every, peasant hav- 
ng some land was bound to contrib- 
ute after every harvest some corn or 
wheat to the Municipal Provident 
Vlagazine. 
This Magazine loans in 


:ime 
of need corn for consumption 


or sowing at a very moderate Inter- 
est. 
The third Is a custom known 


as "Moba"—the whole population of 
:he village going to help a poor peas- 
ant, cut his harvest and store it away 
n good time. This useful custom is 
attended with picturesque scenes, for 
after the day's work is done the peas- 
ants go to the home of the man whose 
larvest they have ' gathered, where, 
after a prayer, there is a meal—not 
always elaborate. . This is followed 
by the young people spending the 
evening In singing and dancing. 


The peasant's house consists of a 


large kitchen, with a square opening 
for the chimney, and orie-or two ad- 
joining rooms. 
The kitchen is the 


dining room and living room as well. 
Under the house there is a cellar 
where the wine, plum whiskey and 
winter store of vegetables are kept. 
This usually .consists of 
cabbage, 


sauerkraut, 
potatoes, 
onions 
and 


paprika. ; The winter supply of meat, 
salted beef and pork, Is kept hang- 
ing in the open chimney. 


That Servia is an agricultural coun- 


try is evidenced from the fact that 
eighty-two per cent, of her entire 
population 
(nearly 
3,000,000) 
are 


peasants.

Belgrade. 


Belgrade, the capital, is the educa- 


tional and social centre of the coun- 
try. It is a pretty little .city of sev- 
enty thousand, and is beautifully lo- 
cated at the Junction of the Save and 
Danube Rivers. When war was de- 
clared against Turkey the 
Servians 


were busy beautifying their capital; 
the streets were .being payed. 
concrete,, a new. palace and a new 
parliament house were in course of

Washington, 
D. C.. Jan. 23.—The 
Congressional Union of Woman Sut- 
Irage is a society 
of women organ- 
ized to obtain a constitutional amend- 
ment, enfranchising 
women, 
with 
headquarters in Washington. 
It is entirely non-partisan; it looks 
to the party in power, whether it be 
republican, democratic or progres- 
sive, to pass an amendment giving 
the women of this country the free- 
dom they have a right to claim, cay 
its leaders. 
At the present time, the democratic 
partv possesses immense power; it 
controls all three branches of govern- 
ment: it has the opportunity .and the 
strength to pass a woman 
'suffrage 
amendment through congress at 
fhe 
present session. 
It is, therefore, re- 
sponsible to the women of the coun- 
try to whatever action it takes or re- 
lueses to take, declare the suffragist 
leaders here. 
There is every reason why the dem- 
ocratic party should put the force of 
the administration behind 
the 
suf- 
frage amendment. There is a strong 
sentimo"* for suffrage in congress, es- 
pecially in the house, according to 
the 
suffragists. 
Democrats cannot 
ignore suffrage without ignoring the 
fundamental principles of their party. 
Moreover, it is impossible for a na- 
tional party to deny or refuse to con- 
sider the question of women's politi- 
cal rights while appealing in nation.il 
election for the 
support of nearly 
four million voters. 
If, however, the • democratic party 
iails to take advantage of the sreat 
opportunity before it. the women of 
the country will hold them responsi- 
ble at the polls and will make use of 
CTsrv effort to defeat the democratic 
candidates in all the doubtful consti- 
tuencies. 
As between parties this policy is 
entirely impartial.

GOVERNMENT TO MAKE 


AN INSPECTION TOUR 


Motor Party Will Travel From Wash- 


ington to Atlanta, Georgia, 


Early in February. 


As a preliminary step towards the 
improvement and maintenance of the 
first through road under the super- 
vision of the United- States govern- 
ment, a scouting party composed of 
officials of the office of public roads, 
the American, Highway Association 
and various state highway depart- 
ments will motor from Washington 
to Atlanta, Georgia, early 
in Febru- 


ary.With the co-operation of the high- 
way officials and supervisors of the 
states traversed by the road, govern- 
ment engineers are to improve and 
maintain 850 miles of highway, giving 
an actual demonstration of what can 
be accomplished if the states and gov- 
ernment work together. 
A conference has just been held by 
the officials of tly "office of public 
roads 
headed 
by Director Logan 
Waller Page; Leonard Tufts, chair- 
man of the special committee apuoint- 
ed by the association to have charge 
of this work, and J. B. Pennybacker, 
executive secretary of the organiza- 
tion, and an agreement %yas reached 
for inaugurating the project. 


The office of public roads agreed 
to put three of the ablest eneineers 
of the 
office in charge of the 850 
mile stretch, provided the American 
Highway 
Association would secure 
the co-operation of the local officials 
in the states which are to be trav- 
ersed. 
One of these engineers will 
probably have charge of the stre'tch 
from Washington to the North Caro- 
lina line: another from the North 
Carolina to the South Carolina line; 
and the third from this point to At- 
lanta, Georgia. 


. It was due to the initiative of the 
American Highway Association that 
this work was undertaken, the 
offi- 
cials feeling that the object lessen 
would be better in its nation-wide 
effects than tons of literature, extoll- 
ing the benefits of good roads. 
The 
association has agreed-to furnish au- 
•tomobiles for the permanent xise .of 
the engineers so .that, they can cover 
the entire stretch of road.. 
: 
In the scouting party there will .be 
Capt. P. St. J. Wilson, assistant -di- 
rector, and several engineers from the 
office of public roads; Mr. Tufts and 
Mr. Peunybacker, and various state 


highway officials who /will be picked 
up as the party proceeds. Meetings 
are being 
arranged in the various 
towns along the route at which local 
officials intend to discuss with the 
government 
party the question of 
turning over the roads and the money 
that would ordinarily be spent upon 
them to the supervision of the gov- 
ernment engineers, whose duty it will 
be to expend every dollar to the best 
advantage of the community affected, 
eliminating all waste in expenditure 
of these particular road improvement 
funds.

Born 
the son of a poor baron and with no 
other aid than enough money to buy 
a lieutenant colonelcy and the broth- 
er who appointed him commander of 
an Indian province he rose to the 
head of the English army and in 1815 
played full-back for Europe 
against 
Napoleon, who had broken through 
the line and had a clear field before 
him. 
. Wellington began life as Arthur 
Wellesley and went into the army in 
1787, 
when 18 years old. Owing to 
the 
excellent 
reputation 
of. 
his 
parents he was promoted rapidly oc- 
cording to the old English custom 
and before he had seen any military 
"duty he became a colonel and went; 
to India.

': At this time Wellesley had 
a 
brother who was governor-general of 
India and he was given; his promotion 
in advance of his servica. He might 
easily have become a rocking chair 
general 
and 
won .great .honors 
through the splendor of his uniforms 


but Great Britain's lucky star pre- 
vented this. Wellesley immediately 
set to work on becoming a general, 
and after learning how to give com- 
mands and do simple drill work he 
went into the more obstruse science 
of war. In a short time he • knew 
more 
about 
marching 
an 
army 
through an unhealthy territory than 
had previously been suspected, and 
he made a brilliant record in India. 
Wellesley, however, -ran up against 
a man who had a brother who was 
more important than his, and he was 
relieved of his commands. He re- 
turned to England, but his reputation 
preceded him and he was sent to 
Portugal to harass Napoleon. He 
did 'tills in^a careful and painstaking 
manner for several years, wearing 
out several French armies and in- 
cidentally earning, besides his salary, 
a Dukedom, a. bushel of ..decorations 
and several million .dollars in bon- 
usses from grateful, governments. 
When Napoleon, abdicated, Welling- 
ton was among those present in 
Paris. Later on, when Napoleon re- 
turned from Elba and marched into 
Belgium, Wellington' was also pres-
